Reber accompanied the general on the 
latter's visit to the High School Tuesday 
morning. The party spent about a half 
hour there, during which time the dis- 
tinguished army officer was accorded one 
of the most enthusiastic receptions that 
was ever given a visitor by the students. 

Gen. Miles was introduced by Prof. 
Bryan, principal of the school, and when 
he concluded a brief but patriotic address 
about the World’s Fair the students 
clapped hands and yelled until it was 
feared the roof would be raised. The 
demonstration was the greatest from point 
of noise that ever took place in the High 
School. 

Gen. Miles was the guest of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange at the noon hour and 
was received with cheers and hearty good 
fellowship. 

His brief talk was received with enthu- 
siasm, as was his approval of St. Louis 
and her great enterprise, 
Fair. 

Gen. Miles speech was in part as follows: 

“I know of no one élement of civilization 
in our country that has been more neg- 
lected, and yet that is susceptible of be- 
stowing a greater blessing upon our people, 
than the improvement of our lines of com- 
munication and avenues of internal eom- 
merce. 

“Our government has expended $500,000 
for the improvement of our harbors and 
waterways, and now the attention of the 
public is being called to our postal roads 
and avenues of communication that are 
most useful and important to all our 
people. 

“If such expenditures of the national 
treasure have been made in the past for 
the development of railroads and water- 
ways, is it not now a most appropriate 
time that the improvement of our roads 
should receive national] attention and gov- 
ernment aid?’ 


“The property of : people, the wealth 
of the nation, comes from t ¢ ground. The 
factory and the foundry iscFénne and util- 
‘ge the products of the soil and mine. 

“Agriculture is our principal industry, so 
the great mass of our rural per are our 
riwin dependence.

‘Therefore, every measure, whether by 
the national government, the state, city or 
municipal authorities, thut can promote 
the welfare of the people should not be 
withheld.

SPEEDY FIGHTING SHIP. 


The Cruiser Colorado Launched at Phil- 
adelphia Yards. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 25.—The cruiser 
Colorado, which is to be launched here to- 
day, is of a new class of vessels added to 
the American navy. She is an armored 
cruiser of the first class, yet she bears the 
name of a state. an honor formerly only 


accorded battleships. ‘Coupled with tre- 
mendous battery power, she has the speed 
ef an ocean liner. 

The vessel is 502 feet long, 50 feet 6 inches 
wide, with a draft of &% feet 6 inches. Her 
speed requirement calls for 22 knots an 
hour for four consecutive hours. She is 
fitted with twin screws, twin triple expan- 
sion engines, which must develop 23,000 in- 
dicated horsepower. 

The fighting force of the Colorado is cen- 
tered principally in two batteries. She 
will omy a main battery of four up-to-date 
eight-i and 14 six-inch rapid-fire rifles 
a secondary battery of 18 four-pounders and 
12 three- “penntore ES nda oun lemental force 
of eight one-pounders, two held pleces, two 
machine guns and six automatic guns for 
service on the bridges und in the tops. The 
eight-inchiguns are designed to fire once 
every 60 seconds and the six-ineé 
expected to fire three times a m 
contract price of the Colorado was $3, 780, 000.
